He left Mr 
Pence's place going over the hill, the 
nearest way, and was In sight until he 
had gov* over a slight rise and Just rs 
he disappeared over the rise a shot 
was heard. Not much was thought of 
It at the time. The remark being made 
that somebody Is shooting squirrels on 
Sunday, being all that was said at the 
time, but when tho man for whom lie 
had been working and who was still 
holding part o: the pay he owed Car 
tor, wrote to And out about when to 
expect him back. Inquiry waa made 
as to his whereabouts and ho had not 
been located.

Ky., Nov. 17.— Cat Good- 
win, 40 years old, of IJloomfield, died 
early today of gunshot wounds Inflict- 
ed when In un altercation with his son, 
Otis. 19 years old. 

Tho shooting took place on the farm 
of a neighbor, Ed Cook, where tho boy 
had taken refuge after his father, de- 
clared to have been drinking liquor, 
had driven him from his home. It was 
stated. Goodwin was shot twice, dying 
almost Immediately. 

Tho father had pursued the boy to 
tho Cook place, when nrmed with two 
guns, according to reports. leaving 
tho weapons outside, he entered the 
Cook homo and confronted his son. In 
the argument that followed tho father 
Is alleged to have struck the boy, who 
reciprocated by shooting Goodwin 
slightly In the arm. When Goodwin 
turned to leave, he received a second 
charge In his back, resulting in his 
death. Tho boy declared that he feared 
his father was going after the shotgun 
he had left outside.

Court of Appeals Sustains Scott CIr. 
colt Court in sentencing Murderer 
0/ W. 0. Barkley to the 
Electric Chair. 

Frankfort. Ky., Nov. 17. — Henry 
Banks, negro, must pay the death pen- 
alty for the murder of w. O. Barkley, 
policeman, of Georgetown, the Court 
of Appeals held today in affirming the 
sentence Imposed by the Scott Circuit 
Court. The court held that Banks shot 
and killed Barkley in an attempt to 
avoid arrest, and declined to set aside 
the finding of the lower court. 

Declaring that the reply brief filed 
In behaU of Clem Hugglns. Ixjuiaville, 
In his fight to prevent payment of 
three fines assessed by Judge William 
II. Field, of the Jefferson Circuit Court, 
on charges of contempt of Court, con- 
tained "much unnecessary and defam- 
atory matter." Judge Gus Thomas, in 
ie Court of Appeals, today refused to 
rant the relief sought by Mr. Hug- 
gins.

TWO MURDERED BY 
MAD MAN, WHO SUICIDES 

Two Women Are Killed By Insanely 
Jealous Suitor, Who Then 
Takcg His Own Life. 



Aberdeen, Wash., Nov. 18. — Two 
women were murdered by an Insanely 
jealous suitor, who then wounded a 
supposed rival and committed suicide, 
according to an account of the triple 
tragedy made public today by Sheriff 
Gibson, of Copalls Beach, 20 miles 
north of Aberdeen. 

The sheriff pieced together the mur- 
der mystery as he found, one after an- 
other, the bodies of the victims. 

First Gibson came across the body 
of Miss Taney Bolton. The girl had 
fought desperately for her life, accord- 
ing to mute evidence Her body lay on 
the beach, shot in the back and muti- 
lated. 

A few minutes later, in a nearby 
cabin, Gibson fcund the body of Mrs. 
J. T. O'Brien. She apparently had been 
dragged from bed and shot through 
the heart. 

Following the murder trail from one 
little cabin to another in the group at 
Copalls Beach, the sheriff came upon 
the body of Hjalmar Anderson. One 
fist clutched an old servlco revolver. 
With the other hand the dead man 
still clung to a bloody pocketknlfe.

The football season closed, for M. H. 
S., last Saturday: basketball practice 
for tho boys begins on Wednesday. In 
thl3 lull, between the two seasons, I 
want to review one and outline tho 
other. 

After an absence of 12 years football 
made Its reappearance -"lis year and 
about 20 answered tho first call for 
practice. For various reasons, some of 
the boys dropped by the wayside so 
that we had about 16 in one squad. 
These fellows practiced regularly and 
faithfully. They received their knocks 
and bumps and learned to come up 
smilingly. 

We played six games and lost six 
against II. IK I.. F. H. S. (2), C. C. H. 
S., C. H. S., and Kenova. In each case 
excepting against Flemingsburg. we 
played against experienced teams; in 
every case were outweighed and — It is 
the consensus of opinion — in every 
case out-played our opponents. 

If my memory Is correct, we went 
through the season without a penalty. 
After each game, it was my privilege 
to have the coach of the opposing team 
and the officials come forward and 
compliment the boys, through me, for 
their sportsmanship and clean play- 
ing. 

It took about $200.00 to equip and 
outfit the team. Mr. Noel borrowed 
part of the money to pay for the uni- 
forms. Our first home game— against 
Flemingsburg— thanks to the goodly 
number that came with them, several 
children from the grades and a few of 
you girls, was a financial success. Our 
second home game, vs. Winchester, 
was a blot on the sportsmanship of 
the city. If it had not been for six of 
the girls, four or five of the boys and 
• the parents of the fellows who wore 
playing, the game wo-ild have been 
played before the officials rnd the sub- 
stitutes. We should have won that 
game and, 1 believe, would have "had 
■we had your moral support. After a 
good deal of coaxing and pleading we 
managed to get a crowd out for the 
Carlisle game. We had a good crowd 
the boys played hard and according to 
post mortem "dope," we won the 
game. Those of us who have followed 
each game saw what your presence 
meant to the boys. For your informa 
tlon, though let me say that in spite of 
the crowd, we did not make expenses 

The expenses do not worry us. As 
the farmer said, "What do we care for 
them when we have so many of them." 
What we want, what we have to have, 
is your moral support.

according to J. J. Hooper, head Of the 
dairy department of the College of 
Agriculture Although Kentucky win- 
ters are not as long or as severe as 
those of the famous dairy sections of 



the North, the same careful methods 
that help northern dairymen and 
farmers get bigger profits from their 
dairy cows can be used to ndvantage 
by farmers in this state. 

"From now until next spring, cows 
should have a pound of mixed feed for 
every three and one-half pounds of 
milk that they give, and In addition 
should be fed ten pounds of clover, alf- 
alfa, or cowpea hay and 30 pounds of 
silage dally. A good grain mixture 
may be made of found pounds of corn 
meal, two pounds of bran or shipstuff 
and two pounds of cootonsced meal 
If silage cannot be fed. some succulent 
feed, like beet pulp, should be used 
unless the cows can get plenty of 
•reen grass. 

Dairy cows cannot be given good 
care at this time of the year unless 
th?y are kept in a barn all night and 
part of the day. This being the case, 
comfort and healthful surroundings 
for the cow are of first importance. 
Flenty of light, good ventilation and 
lots of clean bedding are the big items 
In making the cow comfortable. There 
should be four square feet of window 
class for each stall or stanchion while 
the windows should be well distributed 
•<o that each stable gets plenty of light. 
In order to get enough air. each cow 
requires at least KM cubic feet of 
spare The air in the stable must be 
changed frequently if it is to stay 
fresh at all times. This should be done 
without causing drafts of cold air on 
the cows or without unduly lowering 
the temperature in the s'able. Fresh 
i r may be admitted through windows 
hinged at the bottom and tipping in- 
ward.

Sin and hollnean, ilnful man and the 
Holy Jehovah, were tho dominant 
Idaaa to the klotalac law. To Impress 
Ui» nation of laracl, which waa to be- 
come a separate and holy pooplc, and 
through thorn, to Unpri all pe»pl» 
for all time with the great aud contral 
truth of the true religion, namely that 
a holy God cnu be pleaaod with none 
lee a than a holy pooplo, waa Uie su- 
preme purpose of tho system of of 
Mosaic ordinances. Without this Idoa 
all the ordlnaucos of the Mosaic law 
are meaningless. 

Therefore a Gentile was a "sinner" 
by the fact that he was born without 
the law and lived without any regard 
to Its provisions Tho:;e who lived 
without regard to tho Ten Command- 
ments were sinners and they accepted 
the designation.

power. 

It would huvo been easy to brenk 
out In direct Invectives. Hut here 
comes the sinful woman; tripped by 
tho devil; looked down ui>on by the 
men and scornfully tulkod about by 
the women of her community. But she 
comes to Jesus. 

With tears railing thick and fast she 
nut Jesus, the sinner's friend. Her 
pent-up feelings of mingled gratitude, 
penitence, lovo and longing for entire 
cleansing and forgiveness give way 
Into a storm ot weeping, nnd her tears 
riiln hot and fast upon the feet of 
Jeans. Immediately sho stoops down 
and with tho loosened tresses of her 
hair sho wipes his feet, kissing them 
continually She perhaps takes the only 
thing of wealth she has— the alabaster 
cruse of ointment— nnd pours It on his 
feet, thus giving her all to Him.

MICE AJiD BABBITS START 

DAMAGING WORK ON TREES. 

Lexington. Ky., — This is the time of 
tho year when farmers and orchard 
owners must be on guard to keep their 
fruit trees from being girdled anil 1 
ruined by rabbits and mice, according I 
to W. W. Magilt, orcharding special- 1 
1st of the College of Agriculture. These ' 
rodents often damage trees before 
owners know it and in some cases do 
more harm than insects. Fruit trees 
In some parts of the state already have 
bet n almost completely ruined by rab- 
bits and mice. Cleaning the trash and 
rubbish away from the trees and then 
plncing tobacco stems, newspapers or 
women wire netting around them Is 
tho best way to stop the damage 
caused by these rodents. 

"Cleaning the trash and rubbish 
away from around trees with a hoe or 
mattock is a big step In stopping the 
damage done to trees by mice since 
these pests make their roadways under 
this trash. Woven wire netting costs 
more than corn or tobacco stalks but 
It la cheaper In the long run since it 
can bo used for seven or eight years 
while the corn or tobacco stalks must 
be replaced each year. A piece of 
woven wire 18 Inches high and from 
18 lo 24 inches long, when bent around 
the tree and fastened at the ends, will 
■tend out far enough to shield the tree 
and give enough room fo rthe tree to 
mnke several years' growth. The mesh 
of the netting Bhould not be larger 
than one Inch. Trees can be saved by 
the use of the wire netting for a cost 
of abont four cents each. In case a 
der n snow falls, troes may be shielded 
b> lifting the cylinder of wire and 
|iat*lrtt the snow at the base of tho 
Ires This is done to save tho tree 
the mice which do their work 
I ll the crust and the rabbits which 
v rh on top of the snow.
